building we found the lobby te 
be definitely structurally un- 
sound. We récommended the 
slabs underneath the floor be 
shored up.”’ 

He said the renovation Work 
brought the building up tw ae 
ceplable standards. Extensive 
‘Work was badly needed. he said, 

"When we examined it. the 
building was in very, very poor 
condition, | imagine this condi- 
‘tiom had existed for five or six 
years,’ Mr. Dormer said. 


“In fact, some of the slabs 
between the conerete beams 
Which hold up the lobby floor 
were so badiv spalting that 
‘some of the workmen were 
afraid to go down there to 
work,” he continued. 

The lobby floor is supported 
by concrete beams aboul eight 
to ten feet apart, according to 
Mr. Dormer. He said to return 
the floor to good condition 
beams were replaced between 
the floor and the concrete sup- 
ports. 

He estimated at $90,000 - 100.- 
000 the cost for what he called 
“‘ternporary repairs.” 

At the Student Senate meeting 
Monday, Senator James Walsh 
(men’s commuters) said he was 
told the building ‘‘could collapse 
in 30 seconds or 30 years."’ Dr. 
Steve Travis is reported to have 
/made similar remarks to one of 
_his theater classes. 

_ However. Mr. Kurtz said: 

“The building is substantial for 
‘its present use. but I wouldn't 
want to increase its demands.” 
‘He said with the amount of 
|work scheduled, some of the

| Tt hasn't been all victory for 
the young lieutenant, however. 
He was wounded in the right 
farm by a Viet Cong bullet and 
inter suffered @ concussion when 
an American shell fell in their 
midst while they were fighting 
the enemy. 

Then there was the time when 
‘Mr. Brunelle saw 24 men of his 
platoon killed during a Vict 
| Cong ambush, Or the time when 
he came across one of his cap- 
tured friends hanging upside 
‘down from a tree with his arms 
chopped off. 


All of these things should both- 
er 4 soldier. They do, Mr. Brun- 
elle admits. 

What bothers him more, how- 
ever, is the way the war is being 
fought at home by draft card 
| burners, pacifists, and 
/ehair diplomats.” 

"The American people are al- 
ways sympathetic to the under- 
dog,’ he said, and added that 
ithe Viet Cong are being por- 





pscayen as the underdog. 


“We are thought of as cruel 
‘with our bombers, napalm, etc.,

“Y must Have been asked a 
‘hundred questions, but 1 only

ly made wp of protestors, kept 
‘hissing me down. They even 
‘booed when someone on the 
panel said I had received seven 

medals,’ he said. 
| “My only advice is that some 
of these minority groups keep 
‘quiet long enough so they can 
‘listen to someone who doesnt 
agree with them. After all, 
ithat’s the right they expect and 
that’s the right Americans are 
dying for in South Vietnam,” he 
| said. 

Mr. Brunelle, who entered 
the Army about four years ago, 
attended Providence College pri- 
or to entering the service. He is 
a second-semester freshman at 
U.RU. and plans to major in 
history, 

His advice about Vietnam is 
to keep bombing the North, keep 
operating the pacification pro- 
gram, and seek an honorable 
solution to the conflict. He stres- 
ses the word “‘honorable.”’ 
| Other than that, he doesn’t 
talk much about the war. In 
fact, it’s difficult to get him to 
say anything about if at ail.

In a recent issue of “College and University 
Business,” a magazine circulated among the nation’s 
hicher education administrators, URI president Dr. 
Francis H. Horn has published an article entitled 
“Student Unrest: New Challenge to Administrators,” 
in which he examines the causes of, and the proper 
solutions for, campus activism. 

Considering Dr. Horn’s immediate background 
in the matter, this is somewhat similar to an 86- 
year-old lady in a rocking chair smugly instructing 
Frank Buck in the proper procedures for stopping 
an elephant stampede. 

Let’s face it, the only thing Dr, Horn could pos- 
sibly know about student unrest is what he’s seen 
as an outsider, read in the newspapers. or perhaps 
what his friend. the late Dr, Clark Kerr, has written 
him. All attempts at comparison to the contrary. 
--__—sCURI is NOT the Berkeley of the East. 


Perhaps it should be. 

This 1s not to say that URI should become a 
facsimile of Dr. Kerr's educational rabbit hutches. 
But it does mean that there are things on this cam- 
pus which need changing very badly, and experience 
bas shown that no amount of pleading, and certain- 
____ ly no degree of logic is ever going to get results. 

“Student Power” is something a good student 
really should shun, like sex or alcohol. 


At least that’s the prevalent proganda emanating 
from most of our nation’s college administrators. 
Of course, they have a very definite stake in the 

Matter: their jobs. When masses of students start 


of a wide selection of protests, then it's usually the 
administrator's neck which feels the axe. 


_ Student Power in the wrong hands is fatal to 
both sides in a campus dispute. It can wreck co- 
operation between administration and students while 
| accomplishing little more than earning the institu- 
__-—s tion @ very damaging reputation. 


= But Student Power in the right hands is one of 
_ the most powerful, and useful, political and social 
tools this nation has to offer. 

rrr The simple fact of the matter is that Student 
Power works. It brings issues into the open as no 
‘petition. no Senate resolution ever could. College 
presidents can disregard a letter and they can brush 
_ off student leaders. But it’s extremely hard for them 
te ignore a crowd of torch-bearing activists who are 

_ tramphng down their lawns at 3 a. m. 
=. Activism works also because it deprives admin- 
_ istrators of that one commodity without which they 
could nol survive: Money. State legislators are re-

luctant to shovel funds into a campus in revolt, 
alumni slacken their yearly donations, and founda- 
tions, both private and public. start looking else- 
where for someplace to drop their cash. * 

What does all this mean? It means that It's 
about time the students at URI realize that as long 
as we remain “just students,” we'll be nothing more 
than second-rate. As long as we stand mute, the 
purely social and political rights which are naturally 
accorded to a high-school dropout will be denied us. 

The campus has shown a glimmer of life in the 
past week, The Senate has offered its “Bitch-in 
as a forum which could very easily be converted 
into a launching pad for serious, unified campaigns 
against some of the unnecessary restrictions on 
state-college students, And a petition is now fatten- 
ing on the names of those who feel regulations on 
dormitory visitors either too victorian, or just plain 
insulting. 

But it can’t stop here. If we expect to get any- 
thing at all out of the administration and the State 
of Rhode Island, we're going to have to put some 
effort into if.

Il. “What is the meaning of 
tripbng?"’ Ask almost anyone 
who has been tripled and more 
offen than not they will be wil- 
ling to go into long and painful 
detail about the rigors and hor- 
rors of the tripled life. Granted, 
tripled living is no fun. But 
since we define outselves as an 
educational institution we can- 
not legitimately make our deci- 
Sions based on a hedonistic eth- 
os, Our question must ask, 
“What effect does tripling have 
on the educational performance 
of the University? 

It is to this question that all 
decisions in the University must 
_ be reconciled. Unfortunately the 
University has never seriously 
undertaken study of the tripling 
problem in this light. In an al- 
truistic effort to study-this prob- 
lem and satisfy requirements 
for a research course in sociol- 
ogy, I undertook a statistical 


comparison of two groups of © 
students—tripied and not tr 
pled. The results were not earth- 
shattering, but they were indeed 
interesting. As it turned out, the 
tripled sample was 77 students, — 
all freshmen, all male, and all : 
in the College of Arts and Set 
ences. The non-tripled group 
numbered 85 with the same 
characteristics, The potential =!
